T h e enemy having learnt that a c o n ­ 
siderable corps was to arrive by the road 
of Hoyerswerda, Was doubtful that i 
was the E m p e r o r ’s intention to turn 
their position by the right, to alter the 
field of battle, and to causc all lus e n ­ 
trenchments to 
fall which had beei 
erected with so m u c h 
pairiB, 
and tin 
objects ot such great trouble. 
Not b e ­ 
ing yet informed of Gen. L a u u t t o n ’*- 
arrival, he did not suppose that ttii • 
column could consist cl m ore than 16 
or 2u,0<jO men. 
O n the 19 1h he tlierc.- 
tore detached against them, at -1 o’clock 
in the morning,G en. Yorck with 12,000

the E m p ero r that the battle was won 
T h e enemy, finding that his light was 
turned, began to retieal,and this retieat 
soon became a ilight. 
At seven o’clock 
in the evening, the Pilnce of Moskwa, 
anti Gen. Lauriston, arrived at \ V u n - 
hen. 
1 he D iik c ol Ragusa then r e ­ 
ceived orders to n u k e an inverse m o v e ­ 


ment to that which t#e Gunrd had made, 
occupied all the entrrncl ea villages, 
and all the icdoubts, which the enemy 
w ere obliged to evacuate, advanced in 
d n c c ti# n o l Hochkeich, and thus took 
ihe whole ol the e n e m y ’s left in flank, I 
w hich then tell into an unavoidable rout. 
1 he D u k e ol T a re n tu m , on his side, 
bntUUy pushed this left wing, and did it 
considerable mischiet. 


T h e E m p e ro r slept on the road in the 
midst of his Guards, at the Inn ot Little 
Boschwitz. 
1 tius 
the enemy

sands of prisoners. 


On the 22d, at four o ’clock in the 
morning, the F re nch army put itseli m 
motion. T h e enemy had tied the whole 
night by all the roads, and in every di- 
tcction. 
W e had hot found his first 
posts until past \Veisscnberg ; nor did 
he otfcr to make any lesiatance, un»U tie 
had gained the heights in the rear of 
Keickenbach.
